THE BTOGtfT MOCKERY 


When the oivil administrative code measure, was 


urged as a reform measure in state government, a nec- 
essary complement was the budget law. The consti- 
tutional convention, wh'ile it could'not see enough merit 
in the code sysfer* to Jncfcrporate'it in, the amended 
constjtulon, did think so,highly of Ufe budget idea^as to 
'incorporate SL proyj$ionT/for it, and further provided that 
a three-fifths vote of either branch of the legislatuce 
w«s neoessarji-to increase a budget estimate. 


Yesterday the people of Nebraska ye>r« given a very 


IlluminatingMeSson in how easy it is to circumvent even 
a constitutional provision. They had an object lesson 
in what a hollow mockery a budget estimate may prove 


• to >e when determined lawmakers set about to defeat it. 


The natural deduction to be made is that in its^ 


practical working the budget system may lead to an 
Increase in logrolling methods .in the legislature. Tjnder 
the rules of the house a simple majority of- those- pres- 
ent, providing a quorum is registered, is sufficient to 
include an item in the general appropriation bill, in- 
creaslngy"the estimates submitted by/tKe governor and 
approved by the finance committee. Thus twenty-six 
members, or only one moie than a fourth of the total 
membership, ma;- by their lotes, incorporate In an ap- 
propriation bill an Increased appropriation, if tho?e in- 
terested in boosting appropriations are successful in 
larking enough Increases onto the bill, assurance is 
given that sufficient votes from interested lawmakers 
will be enlisted to guafran^ee passage of the bill by the 
required sixty votes on final reading. 


One community wants tJJis,- another wants some- 


thing else, and so of tlown the list. In the committee 
of the whole proceeding's, the bare majority necessary to 
add tHe increase to the bill makes it a comparatively 
simple mafter to tack on increased items.

NO TARIFF REVISION. 
is contained in an announcement 
fiom 


AVasliingrton that the tariff will be one of the big issues 
of the 1924 campaign. 
The statement, given out by 


Senator Watson, one of the close friends of President 
Harding, that there is to be no tariff tinkering:, if the 
old guard leaders can prevent It, precludes any possibil- 
ity of relief for the American people^ 


The people of the Middle Wjest have given a rather 


vivid lesson .In the practical workings of.the tariff with- 
in the last few weeks. When that measure was up for 
consideration, the farmer in the agricultural sections of 
America was gucn to understand that the tariff was his 
salvation. 
If he has reaped any benefit from It. his 


bank abtount fails to register that fact. While sugnr 
h«s been mounting in price day by day, until it is nearly 
double the price of only a few months ago, there has been 
no corresponding increase In the price which the farm- 
ers of western Nebraska receive for their sugar beets. 
The Beet Growers1 association of Scottsbluff has just 
concluded a long fight, in which it 
secured , what !• 


deems a compensatory price for its beets. 


Protection from cheap products from abroad has 


failed to bring- any measure of relief to Ihe Nebraska 
farmer. While the commodities which he produces have 
brought low prices, the tariff has compelled Turn to pay 
increased prices for everything which he has to buy. 


It was to be expected that the(next congress would 


attempt to grant him some relief since the last election 
resulted in the selection of a large number of progres- 
sives-to seats in congress. 
But Senator Watson says 


no, and Senator Watson usually speaks -with authority 
for the administration. 
Vf.det the circumstances, it 


would appear that President Harding and his political 
advisers have decided upon another complete flipflop. 
for immediately following the election the president in- 
dicated he would initiate a rather drastic program, in 
•which tariff revision was to be ,a part. 


The explanation is clear. With Hiram Johnson and 


the progressives backing Johnson as a presidential c»n- 
didate determined to carry the fight to the 
president, 


only one course remained for Mr. Harding. He is again 
on the defensi-ve. with the acts of his 
administration 


vigorously assailed, and a determined bloc set on forc- 
ing him to admit ,his mistakes. Apparently the* presi- 
dent has come to the conclusion that to confess his mis- 
takes would be fatal. 


When the full force of the tariff burden becomes 


apparent, however, the direct result of the old guard's 
decision to stand pat on the present enactment will be 
to place the tariff issue more prominently in the spot- 
light than it has.been In the last decade. 


CHEAP MONEY. 


One of the most successful and influential German 


publishers has provided a remarkably clear and dispas- 
s^pnate picture of the sotry plight of his countrymen, 
due to the monetary policies of his government in issu- 
ing paper money wifhout restrain. 


Commenting on the fnct that tile government by 


throwing foreign money on the market had forced the 
exchange from forty-six thousand marks for the dollar 
to twenty-three thousand, the publisher says it, has not 
materially benefitted the people. 


"With the exception of" fat and butter, which now 


'costs abouf^eight thousand marks a pound, everything 
else is still going up. Meat costs six thousand marks"** 
pound. Coffee and tea, 20.000 marks, and a decent suit 
of clothes between 50.000 and 100,000. 


"Of course this may all seem cheap to you fig-ured 


in dollars, but the trouble is that on this side we are 
not making dollars but paper marks. The government 
index for January for costs of living is 11SO; that means 
we ha\eUo pay 11 SO marks for anything which we 
bought fot\ one mark before the war. Tf, for instance 
we want to live on the same footing- of 1914, we must 
earn 3180 times more than we df(J in 1914. My own in- 
come ifi January jias only 260 times "in January and 
about 500 in Februnrj."
